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World Coin Commentary

Activity was brisk and attendance heavy at the recent Chicago 
International Coin Fair (held May 30-31) and the C.O.I.N. Show (held 
June 13-15) in Los Angeles. The C.|.C.F. was one of the busiest con- 
ventions we have seen in years, with an unusually large number of 
dealers from overseas in attendance. Bourse activity was hectic and 
most dealers “threw away the book” when pricing or buying really 
choice or rare coins. An 1839 Proof set of Great Britain, containing 
the rare and beautiful “UNA and the Lion” 5-Pound Gold, sold on the 
floor for a record $57,500. 


Further surprises awaited dealers at the auction held in con- 
junction with the C.I.C.F. The most dramatic was the sale of a 1915 
Cuban Gold Proof set, which had been offered intact to the public in 
January at $27,500 — and did not sell. Subsequently, the set was 
placed in this auction and broken into individual lots. The sale of 
these lots produced astounding results. In furious bidding, the coins 
from the set realized a total of $52,000 — almost a $25,000 gain 
over the January sale price. Overall, prices realized at the C.I.C.F. 
were 50% to 300% over estimates! 


The C.O.I.N. Show has been held annually for more than 16 
years, and this year’s convention was the busiest to date. Many of the 
dealers in attendance arrived in Los Angeles earlier that week for the 
U.S., foreign and ancient auctions conducted by a number of 


California firms. Thus the stage was set for heavy activity at the auc- 
tions and later on the bourse. A small but select group of English 
Gold highlighted the foreign auction. A Gold Sovereign in EF of 
Mary | of 1553 realized a record $23,000, while a rare Elizabeth | 
Gold Half-Pound realized $8,000. Among the Thalers offered, a 
1479 Austrian Show Guldiner brought $11,000. 


Without doubt, the strongest area at the foreign auction was 
German coinage. German New Guinea ‘Bird of Paradise” 5-Marks in 
AU brought $3,000. Especially active were the 19th Century Thalers 
and Double-Thalers and early 20th Century issues in Choice BU and 
Proof. A Bavarian 1848 Double Thaler, UNC, Statue of Von Gluck, 
brought $4,800; a very rare Frankfurt 1849 2-Gulden in BU (only 
200 pieces struck) sold for a record $11,000. Some of the strongest 
gains were recorded for the 2- and 3-Marks of Prussia in Proof, with 
several pieces realizing 3 to 4 times many dealers’ current retail 
prices. 


Overall, convention and auction activity has never been more 
hectic. If the shows held in May and June are an indication of future 
activity, then the ANA Convention should prove to be one of the 
busiest forums for world coins yet, with some of the finest material 
and dealers in the world in attendance.

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Coinage of the Ancient World 


This brief history of ancient coinage emphasizes the coins of 
Greece and its colonies, the Roman Empire and the Byzantines. There 
are, of course, other civilizations which produced coinage in ancient 
times. The Far East, for instance, has a rich numismatic tradition that 
dates back to the bronze Pu (spade money) and Tao (knife money) of 
China's Chou Dynasty (1122-225 B.C.). Future issues of New 
England World Selections will include special features on related coin 
series. 


Greek Coinage 


The earliest coins were issued by the lonian Greeks or the Ly- 
dians of Western Asia Minor in the 7th Century B.C. They were pro- 
duced in electrum (an alloy of gold and silver) without obverse or 
reverse design. The Lydian King Kroisos (Crousus), who reigned 
from 561-546 B.C., introduced obverse designs and bimetallic 
coinage by stamping a lion facing a bull on gold coins called staters. 
(One gold stater was equal in value to 20 silver staters.) By the mid- 
dle of the 6th Century, coinage was introduced to Greece itself, 
where a number of mints commenced operations. Most coins of this 
Archaic Period (from the birth of coins to the Persian defeat in 479 
B.C.) simply have an incuse square on their reverses. The obverses, 
however, are rich in religious symbolism, showing emblems such as 
animals, gods, plants or figures from mythology. Most of these 
designs are simple, have a stiff look, and lack artistic finesse. The 
bodies of flying birds, for instance, are in profile while the wings are 
depicted as if viewed from below. 


The period from the Persian Wars to the time of Alexander the 
Great (479-336 B.C.) is termed the Classical Period of Greek 
coinage. To the artists of this period, coinage presented a new 
challenge. They saw numismatics as a new way to celebrate man 
and his world. Coin obverses assumed a more realistic and artistic 
style, often portraying the human face or a symbol celebrating the

gods; while the reverses showed emblems peculiar to each city- 
state. Perhaps the most beautiful coins of this period are those of 
Magna Graecia, the colonies of southern Italy and Sicily. 


In the Hellenistic Age, which spans three centuries until the 
suicide of Cleopatra in 30 B.C., Greek coinage became the accepted 
medium of exchange in the vast areas of the Near East conquered by 
Alexander the Great. Coins were mass produced to carry the rulers 
image to far corners of the kingdom. To accommodate these needs, 
die-engravers worked quickly and often compromised the artistic 
standard of the coinage. Many coins of the late Hellenistic Age 
reflect this hurried, careless production. 


As the grip of Rome tightened on Greece, most of the Greek 
cities were forbidden to issue silver coinage, and many ceased 
operations completely. However, once Greece was under the Roman 
Empire’s control, many Greek mints, particularly those of Asia 
Minor, revived Greek coinage. This Greek imperial coinage survived 
until the collapse of the Roman Empire in the 3rd Century A.D. Most 
of these coins bear imperial portraits on the obverse and an inscrip- 
tion or type of local interest on the reverse. Chronologically, this 
Greek coinage belongs to Roman times. 


Roman Coinage 


Early Roman coins, the bronze Aes Grave first issued in 269 
B.C., basically followed Greek lines. The designs show mythological 
beings, commercial products or deities of a given area. For instance, 
one of the first Roman types depicts Janus, the god of beginnings. 
The aes issue was struck under the supervision of the 7riumuiri 
monetales, a college of three men established around 289 B.C. 
Silver coins were then struck about 268 B.C. and included a greater 


variety of types than the cast bronze coins. This opportunity for 
variation led to the use of coins as political leverage in the hands of 
the Triumuiri. In the middle of the 2nd Century B.C., the ambitious 
moneyers began to depict their own ancestral contributions on their 
issues in order to gain personal recognition. Coinage of this period 
is replete with exploits of legendary people and events, accom- 
panied by the names of officials who wanted to declare direct con- 
nection with the illustrations. It was these coins that introduced pro- 
paganda to the Roman series.

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Coinage of the Ancient World 


In the 1st Century B.C., political strife produced major changes 
in the Roman government and in coins as well. Coinage ceased to be 
purely an economic end; it became a political tool as well. For the 
first time, portraits were placed on coins and used as propaganda for 
aspiring leaders. Julius Caesar, for instance, struck coins showing 
his own personal victories and the standards of the legions he led, 
while Marc Antony struck coins bearing his portrait along with that 
of his mistress, Cleopatra. These imperatorial coins foreshadowed 
the imperial portrait coins of the Roman Emperors. 


The Roman Empire struck coinage for five centuries. The gold 
coins, the aureus and solidus, are scarce today but, when available, 
are often found in excellent condition, while silver coins are usually 
found in fair condition. This is because coins made of precious 
metals tended to be hoarded. However, top-quality specimens of 
bronze coins, the sesterius, follis, etc., are rare today because they 
were circulated until nearly smooth. 


In the Christian era, Gaius Octavius (better known as Augustus, 
a name conferred by the Senate) took full control of the Roman 
Republic. Augustus realized the full potential of coinage as a tool to 
serve his ends, and thus assumed control of it. He skillfully used 
coinage as an instrument of propaganda, not only by showing his 
portrait but also by using inscriptions and types proclaiming his 
legitimacy and his successes. From the time of the Emperor 
Augustus, Roman coinage continued to be perfected as an artistic 
medium and as a tool of imperial rule. Under Nero, for instance, 
Roman coinage assumed an artistic quality that had not been seen 
since the best of the Greek pieces. Nero’s portraits shifted from the 
realistic approach of earlier Roman coins to an idealized type of 
design. Nero is portrayed in the style of the mighty Greek leaders. 
Other emperors struck coins proclaiming their successors, com- 
memorating their public works and deifying past emperors and 
family members. 


Byzantine Coinage 


At first a continuation of Roman coinage, Byzantine coins soon 
developed a style of their own which evolved over a 1,000-year 
period. Byzantium actually forms a bridge between the ancient and 
Medieval worlds, with its own distinct culture centered around Chris- 
tianity. While Byzantine coins are sometimes poorly struck and 
crudely engraved, they include a fascinating variety of types, fabrics 
and styles. 


Base metal issues, usually copper, are the most common 
Byzantine coins available to today’s collector. Anastasius |, who

ruled from 491-518 A.D., introduced a series of copper denomina- 
tions with a Greek letter indicating their value as the most promi- 
nent feature of the reverse. Beginning with the Empire of Justinian I, 
the emperor's regnal year was added to the reverse design. These 
reverse types set the pattern for copper coinage for the following 
three centuries. The obverse designs of copper coins of this period 
show a transition from the Roman profile bust to the Byzantine fac- 
ing bust. 


In 692 A.D., Justinian II placed the bust of Christ on the obverse 
of gold coinage and relegated his own portrait to the reverse, which 
bears the inscription “Servant of Christ.” The veneration of religious 
images was forbidden during the years of Iconoclasm (roughly 
dating from 726-842 A.D.), so numismatic art reverted to imperial 
portraiture in those years. Byzantine religious art blossomed again 
in the later years of the 9th Century, and coins of the 10th and 11th 
Centuries depict the bust or throned figure of Christ; the Virgin with 
the infant Christ or with an emperor; archangels; and a variety of 
saints. 


After the Latin conquest of 1204, Byzantine coinage shows in- 
creasing Western influence. The coins of the Latin Empire depict 
Saints Peter and Paul embracing, the head of a cherub, the fleur-de- 
lys, and an eagle with spread wings. The coins of the final period of 
Byzantine history (the Palaeologan Dynasty) exhibit some _in- 
teresting designs, though Western influence is quite apparent from 
the end of the 13th Century. The end of the Byzantine Empire came 
in 1453 when the Turks captured Constantinople.
